Will Mr Thomson point out to the 
young men Just starting out with a few 
hundreds or thousand* of dollars how 
I they can succeed, If they ongage In 
i^me small buelnees? If he can do 
I that he will win and merit the ever¬ 
lasting gratitude of mlUlons of x>eople 
and go down to history as the greatest 
statesman and yHilosopher of this age. 

Workingmen are lostog interest In 
the churches, and they ought to. so 
long as the pulpit teaches as gospel 
the cruel doctrine cf every fellow for 
himself and the devil take the hind¬ 
most.’’ The trees, the roptUes, the wild 
bwactf. the vultures, may be governed 
by the natural law of the survival of 
the fittest, but Immortal man Is hi- 
finitely s^ve all these, and ought to 
be governed by a higher law—the law 
of Itindnets. of love, of mutual help¬ 
fulness. of pity and sumpatby and 
Justice for his kind.

I venture to suggest to the learned 
rlergyman that this government will 
never be perfect till It l>ecomes a 
government of the people, by the people 
and for the people: when an Injury 
to Its most humble dtisen will be tbe 
concern of all. I reoture lo say. 
further, that the church will fall far 
short of Its true mission j$o long as 
It eaters to tbs proud wearers of rustling 
silks and flashing diamonds and to 
mllUonalrs sbylocks, and exhibits so 
little real interest in tbe welfare of the 
great multitudes of tolling, half-starved, 
half-clad, dlshevtoned men and women, 
whose waking hours are full of anxiety 
and sorrow because of tbelr Inability 
to honestly earn enough to feed aud 
clothe their dependent loved ones. 

The doctrine that tbs state must put 
no curb on the rapadty of the land- 
grabber*. the railroad wreckers, the 
stock gamblers, the slave-ownert. be¬ 
cause by so doing these "fittest men" 
might be reduced to the lasy class is 
unworthy the brain of any minister. 
It were better that a hundred of such 
schemers have a legal curb put upon 
them than to allow them and tbelr kind 
to go on cornering the oecessartee of 
Hfe. flooding the country with watered 
stocks, robbing millions of tbe Just 
reward of tbelr labor and converting 
tbife country Into a people of mllUoo- 
alres and slaves.

The Uprising in Belgium 


Whila the will of the majority muat be re¬ 
spected* If only because of Its numerical powar, 
a diffarent situation ariaaa whan the majority 
conaiata of votes instead of voters. Thla la the 
situation which now exists in Belgium* where 
the Clerical faction, profiting by the system of 
plural voting, which fives some special IndividuaU 
Jtwo and three votee* hae. been thue enabled to 
roturn to power with an apparently increased 
ma^rity. 

The result has so anragad the acfual majority 
of the voters, whose hatred of Clerical domina¬ 
tion Is most intense* that their dissatisfaction* 
at Arst expressed in rioting end disorder* has 
now taken on an almost revolutionary character. 
The military forc«s of the country—and they 
are fortunately a doubtful element of strength* 
as supporters of the government—have been 
called out for Its suppreeslon. Catholic churches 
and religious building* of various kinds have 
bean wrecked by the mobs, several strikes have 
occurred, the general strike Is threatened as a 
possibility* may of the industrial centers of the 
country are practically in a state of siege, and 
here and thara tha troops and the civic guards— 
corresMndIng to our militia—hava either joined 
the rebellious element or manifest an ominous 
disposition to do ao. 

Whether the government survives the crisis 
it has thus pracipitatad at this particular tlma 
or Is foread to yield is a question to which no 
definite answer can be given at prasant. But 
it is an absoluta certainty that soonar or later 
an administration depending for maintenance 
of its power on a fraudulent elective system Is 
bound to lose out. 

The Belgian ruling claas has befora now had 
sufficient warning of the danger of attempting 
to frustrate tWe popular wHI by relying on fraud 
of this kind. And it is cartalnly naaring tha

An affort U being made to atampeda tha votara 
of Wiaeonain thia ya«r, and round tham up in 
tha Democratic corral, using the income tea 
aa a bogey for the scare and the Koun* dog of 
Champ Clark for tho drive. 

One or two things should be borne in'mind 
by the voters in acting on their impulse to **smaeh 
the income lax.*' One thing la the fact that the 
people of Witconein approved a constitutional 
amendment providing for the income tax which 
made the enactment of the law poseiblo, and 
that it is not likely that any parCy will dare to 
wipe thia law off the statute books entirely. 

The second thing la this: that white the **pre- 
greaa-if**^ Republicena frankly aimed to take 
another piece out of the hide of the poorer clataes, 
and argued that **the poor man ought to pay a 
part of the expense of tne government,** they did 
not lay a very heavy burden of income tax upon 
any one class. While they frankly Intended to 
secure the moat of the revenue from the smaller 

f iaymenta, tho principal burden arises from the 
act that it id noceeaary to **get a lawyer'* in 
order to fill out the blanke furnished by the in* 
coipae tax assessor. 

It was natural enough that they should do 
this, inasmuch as most of the legislature is made 
up of lawyers. If the people of Wisconsin will 
send fewv lawyers to the legislature, and be 


more careful to pick good lawyers when they do 
send them. It will be a better thing for the state. 
Good lawyers cannot as a rule afford to spend 
their time in the legielsture at the ealary of 
$500 for two years of service. An honest attorney 
general, and the services of the legislative 
reference library will give the legislature about 
all the legal adviev they need. Of the two, the 
latter will be the more disinterested and reliable, 
judging by recent experiences. 

Let the voters bear in mind that the income 
tax should be levied pnly upon LNIIARNED 
INCOMES, and the matter becomes simple. 
Then a simple declaration by the ordinary man 
that his only income is from the labor of his 
hands and brain will anawsr the whole purpose. 
A statement of income from property or special 
privileges of any kind would Im tha only compli* 
cated required, and those required to make 

it could afford to hire the lawyer. 

An income tax, levied upon the Incomes 
derived from the labor of other folks, should be 
placed for keepe upon the law books of Wiscon¬ 
sin—at least until the matter is adequately taken 
care of by the federal Income tax. 

There Is only ons party which has sssn clearly 
in this matter, and that it the Sosial-Dsmocratlc 
party. And this party will not be stampeded, 
either by the unreconstructed democratic office- 
seekers, or by the Young-man-afraid-of-his* 
horses Prograssi-fs In ths Republican ranks.

The Timber Workers of the South 


Driven to desperation by ever-increaalng 
exactions, the workers and farmers employed 
in tho southern timber belt have nt last revolted 
against the clear and patent attempt of the 
lumber trust to reduce the whole South to a' 
state of peonage an^j vassalage. 

Tha revolt, though it seems to have Bamed 
out in a day, has l^en brewing for nearly five 
yoars- ever since the panic of 1907, which was 
taken advantage of by the luniber trust to reduce 
wages and lengthen hours or labor throughout 
the South. This -act brought on a widespread 
spontaneous strike that gained some conces¬ 
sions for the workers, but failed of any real reliaf, 
as the workers made the fatal mistake of prac¬ 
tically agreeing not to organise, w^ich U the 
supremest folly man can commit in this or¬ 
ganized world, ^ot being organized, and boing, 
therefore unable to resist, the workers have 
since been compelled to face a steadily rising 
cost of living with a stationary or decreasing 
wage on top of which charges and “fees** of all 
sorts have been piled upon them until human 
endurance could stand no more. The average 
wage, including “skilled** and “common** labor, 
paid the forest and lumber workers of the states 
of Texas, Louisiana, Arkansas and Mississippi, 
will not equal $1.50 a day, while the minimum 
day is ten hours long and no overtime paid. 
This not being enough, the workers are com¬ 
pelled to pay “fees'* to support company doctors 
and to maintain imaginary hospitals and for 
imaginary treatment therein: premiums for 
imaginary insurance and rents for alleged houses; 
while prices in the “commissaries'* or company 
stores where the workers were practically forced 
to trade under an outrageous time-check system, 


it is sale to say averaged 33 1-3 per cent above 
the town markets where the workers would buy 
were tha companies forced to pay their em¬ 
ployes in money. 

The past winter has been very hard and long, 
and there are today many families in th^ lumber 
campa living (?) off of nothing but corn bread 
and molasses and not knowing whera they will 
get their next ration of evan this excuse for fcod. 

Every petition of the workers for r«dre^ of 
these terrible conditions being ignored, they, 
about one year ago, began the organization of 
the Brotherhood of Timber Workers. Deaf to 
every principle of Justice and blind to every law 
of economics, the lumber trust met the attempt 
to organise the union with a shut down through¬ 
out southwestern Louisiana which lasted for six 
months or more; it blacklisted and attempted to 
drive out of the industry and the state more than 
1,000 man; and forced every worker applying for a 
job to take one of th<> most shameless anti-union 
oaths ever conceived in the brain of a corporation 
lawyer. But atill the union grew, and still the 
cry against peonage would not down. Then 
suspending all pretense of law, the trurl^ rushed 
an army of gunmen of the worst and lowest type 
into the Umber belt, who. be it said to the state*a 
eternal shame, were commissioned deputy sher¬ 
iffs by sheriffs throughout the district, and 
turned loose to terrorize the trust's awakened 
peons back into submission, but without avail. 

And so it stands today, and still the union 
grows. AH that men hold dear, jus^, right, and 
sacred, hangs upon this struggle in the forests of 
the South and we appeal to our fellow workers 
and to all lovers of lil^rty throughout tha world 
to hear our cry for justice and gather to our aid!
